1. Remove the battery pack from the DVD player (if being used) and attach it to the supplied 

battery charger. Then connect the battery pack output plug to the charger OUTPUT jack. 

Connect the charger INPUT jack to the AC adapter output (DC 9 V at 2.2A). 




Notes: 1) The input voltage of the battery charger is:DC9V, 2.2A; 

2) Generally, the battery pack can be charged and discharged about 500 times: 

3) The marking voltage of the battery pack is 7.4V, the capacity is 2200mAh. A special 
TC protection logic is included to prevent deformation caused by over-charging and 
over-discharging. 

2. It takes about 6 hours to fully charge the battey pack; the red charging LED indicator goes 
out and charging is complete.
